Pierson  Elected  As 
President  of  Alumni 

At  the  business  session  of  the 
Alunmi  Association  on  Saturday, 
November  15,  J.  E.  Pierson,  Presi- 
dent of  the  City  Bank  and  Trust 
Company  of  Natchitoches,  was 
elected  president  by  acclamation. 

Pierson  received  his  A.  B.  De- 
gree from  the  College  in  1935  in 
the  fields  of  Mathematics  and 
Chemistry.  As  a  student  he  was 
very  active  in  student  affairs. 

After  completing  his  degree  at 
NSC,  he  entered  Tulane  Law 
School  and  completed  his  work  in 
1938.  For  the  next  two  years  he 
did  abstract  work  for  Carter  Oil 
Company  in  the  land  department, 
and  then  began  the  practice  of  law 
as  an  attorney.

Southvrestern    Leads 

Placing  five   men   on   the   first- 


team  offense  and  five  men  on  the 
first-team  defense.  Southwestern 
dominated  the  first-team  selections 
with  ten  men.  They  were  followed 
by  McNeese,  Southeastern,  and 
Louisiana  College  with  three  each, 
Louisiana  Tech  with  two,  and 
Northwestern  with  one. 


Some  G.  S.  C. 
Statistics 

Football  in  the  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference brought  out  some  rather 
interesting  statistics  when  they 
were  all  compiled  at  the  end  of  the 
season.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Conference,  there 
was  a  three-way  tie  for  the  team 
championship  with  Southwestern, 
Southeastern,  and  Louisiana  Tech 
holding  identical  conference  rec- 
ords, three  wins  and  two  ties,  and 
all  the  ties  were  with  each  other. 

Southwestern  finished  with  the 
best  record  on  both  offense  and 
defense.  They  averaged  340.3 
yards  per  game  in  rushing  and 
passing  while  allowing  their  nine 
foes  an  average  of  226.5  yards. 

McNeese  was  second  in  offense, 
being  followed  by  Louisiana  Tech, 
Southeastern,  Louisiana  College, 
and  Northwestern  State.  On  de- 
fense was  Southeastern  in  second 
place,  followed  in  order  by  Mc- 
Neese, Tech,  Northwestern,  and 
Louisiana  College. 

In  punt  returns,  SLI  led  with 
505  yards  and  one  touchdown  in 
28  tries.  Northwestern  came  in 
second  with  394  yards  and  one 
touchdown  in  26,  followed  by  Mc- 
Neese, Louisiana  Tech,  Louisiana 
College,   and   Southeastern. 

McNeese  led  in  pass  intercep- 
tions, followed  by  NSC,  Southeast- 
ern. Louisiana  College,  SLI,  and 
Tech. 

SLI  was  the  most  penalized 
team  and  Northwestern  the  least. 
Louisiana  College  fumbled  the 
most  and  Southeastern  lost  the 
most  fumbles.  Most  opponents' 
fumbles  recovered  were  by  Lou- 
isiana College  and  Southeastern. 

Individually.  Falgout  of  SLI  led 
receivers  with  31  for  496  yards 
and  7  touchdowns.  Carr  of  NSC 
led  in  pass  interceptions  with  8 
for  115  yards.  Trailing  Falgout 
in  receiving  was  Jerry  Ward  of 
Louisiana  College,  followed  by 
Clyde  Chesson  of  NSC,  Grissom 
of  Tech,  and  Bates  of  Tech. 

Raymond  Didier  of  SLI  was 
named  Coach  of  the  Year,  with 
Joe  Aillet  of  Tech  being  second.

The  Demons,  paced  by  George 
Davis  of  Florien,  had  littk  diffi- 
culty downing  the  Indians,  who 
never  got  within  10  points  after 
the  first  quarter.  Sparking  the 
victory  for  NSC  were  the  little 
men  of  the  team,  such  as  Davis. 
Bill  Collinswoi-th,  and  hard-driv- 
irig  TVIurrell  Walker.  Big  George 
McConathy  and  Ken  Shaw  were 
invaluable  on  the  backboard  but 
were  off  on  their  shooting. 

By  the  middle  of  the  second 
quarter,  a  keyed-up  Demon  team 
had  pushed  the  score  to  32-16,
